Which Will Last Longer 

Split or Round Fence Posts? 

Some people believe that split 
posts last longer than do round 
ones. Probably as large a num- 
ber hold the opposite view. The 
Forest Products Laboratory of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture says that one will 
last about as long as the other if 
the percentage of heartwood and 
| sap woOd are the same in both. 
If the percentage of sapwood is 
increased by splitting, the split 
post will be less durable, while if 
the percentage of heart wood is 
increased it will be more durable 
than the round one. Exceptions 
to this should he made if the 
posts are o. spruce, hemlock, oi 
any of the true firs, whose heart- 1 ^£^9" 
wood and sapwood are about' 
equally durable

Ky., April 
Whether or not it will pay Ken- 
tucky farmers to feed shelled 
corn rather than ear corn to their 
fattening steers will he largely 
i terrained by experimented re- 
ts to be presented at a meet- 
ing of Kentucky livestock hrccd- 
ers and feeders at the State Ag- 
ricultural Station April 30. .accord 
ing t'> rin announcement made 
fiere today by Prof. E. S. Good, 
head of the Animal Husbandry 
Department of-the station. 

The meeting will mark the 
:lose of the experimental work of 
fattening steers during the past 
jrear and will he given over to an 
inspection of the animals and a 
.discussion of the results of the 
experiment. Other • features of 
the meeting will he a discussion 
of experiments in breeding up 
mountain ewes and hogging 
down corn and soybeans. The 
last two experiments have been 
in progress for five years and are 
expected to bring out some im- 
ix>rtant factors in relation to the 
two subjects, according to the 
announcement 

Principal speakers at the meet- 
ing will be Dr. Frank L. McVey, 
president of the University of 
Kentucky, and Dean Thomas P. 
Cooper, of the College of Agri- 
culture.

At the conclusion of the visits it 
is expected Secretary Hughes will 
have accurate knowledge of the 
decision of the Allied govern- 
ments. There is no indication, 
however; whether a reply to the 
German memorandum will go for- 
ward.
